this week. 


The concern Is expected to be 
voiced when an application‘for 
War on Poverty funds to con­ 
tinue the Black Advance proj­ 
ect comes before the Marin 
County Economic Opportunity 
Council in August or September.

Black Arms carries the sub­ 
title.

Community Services District 
hoard meetings, without men* 
tioning the time and place of 
meetings. 


Rem ainder of the edition was 
given over to advocacy of black 
power in various forms. 
The front cover shows an out­ 
line map of Africa, with the 
wording: ‘ The colonised isici 
man finds his freedom in and 
through violence.” and “ What is 
Whiteness? Oppression, exploita­ 
tion. rascism (sic). hypocracy 
isict. colonialization.” 


Page 2. under the heading 
“ Black Dignity,” urges Marin 
City residents to take over 
the Marin County Housing Au­ 
thority. take over the Marin 
City sheriff's sub-station, and 
“ take over all the land that 
white people own or have in­ 
terests in. we will develop the 
land the way we see fit.” 


Page 3 announces: “ The main 
function of Black Arms is to 
awaken the people and teach 
them the strategic method of 
resisting the power structure 
here in Marin County and else­ 
w here.” Page 4 urges “ black 
arm s for the black arm y” and 
declares, "Huey (Newton) must 
be set free The honky must be 
jailed.” 
An essay on ‘ Black Politics: 
Marin City” on page 5 declares: 
* Black politics is black power 
by any m eans necessary . . . 
Black is M16 politics — .38, .45, 
.357.” It continues: “ Marin City 
is sm all and here we can best 
show how to use Black Politics. 
From Marin City we can begin 
to move to San Francisco. Oak­ 
land, and Chicago. We can or­ 
ganize and unify so that we own 
Marin City, so that everything 
belongs to black people. We can

On page 7 appears the slo­ 
gan. “Capitalism is nothing

Beyond that, the connection 
is not clear. The publication 
lists no staff. Inquiries at the 
office, however, elicited the 
information that the editor and 
publisher is Russell Williams, 
who has been a leader in the 
Black Student Union at Col­ 
lege of Marin, with James 
Bullock as assistant editor. 


Black Advance is a project 
of Gregory L. Baines, a former 
teacher in Sausaiito School Dis­ 
trict. Its motto is “ build, baby, 
build." Its purposes, according 
to Baines, are placing young 
Negroes in jobs, initiating black 
business enterprises in Marin 
City, and sponsoring an annual 
art 
festival. 
Beyond that, he 
says, it is aimed at “ developing 
a consciousness of what black­ 
ness is." 
Black Advance has placed 15 
young 
men 
in jobs since* 
it 
started May 1. according to Rev 
John O’Connor of Catholic Social 
Services, which put up $18 000 to 
carry the project t h r o u g h 
September.

Legislators Hoping 


For End Of Session 


SACRAMENTO (UPli - The 
Legislature today began what 
most members hope will be the 
final week of the longest elec- 
tion-year session in state his­ 
tory. 


But before the lawmakers can 1 
adjourn for the Republican and 
Democratic 
National 
Conven­ 
tions and for what is left of 
the summer, they must decide 
two issues-property tax relief 
and gun controls-which could 
have an impact on the Novem­ 
ber election. 
So far, only one property tax 
relief plan has been passed by 
both the Senate and Assembly. 
It would provide $43 million in 
relief to businessmen by reduc- 
, mg the business inventory tax 
by 15 per cent. 
The Senate passed the meas­ 
ure by Assemblyman John G. 
Veneman , R-Modesto, Saturday 
by a 34-3 vote. It was returned 
to the Assembly, which approv­ 
ed it earlier, for consideration 
of amendments. 
The Senate last week killed 
Gov. Ronald Reagan's plan for 
$155 million in property tax re­ 
lief for both business and resi­ 
dential real estate.

It is illegal to melt Canadian 
coinage in Canada and there are 


limits on the amount of coins 
that can be taken out of the 
country. 
It is not illegal, however, to 
melt the coins m the United 
States, and the Oregon Journal 
quotes an investigator at the Ca­ 
nadian customs office in Van­ 
couver as saying. “ We had re­ 
ports that dealers here had been 
carrying large volumes of silver 


coins into the United States and 
we found it w as quite so.” 
The Journal also quotes an

Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
at Vancouver as saying there 
have been three recent seizures 
of coins—with a total worth of 
more than $325.000—from per­ 
sons going from Canada to the 
United States 
The sergeant also is quoted as

Canadian coins because of the 
silver value.

With the silver price around 
$2 50 an ounce, a coin expert 
says silver in a 25-cent piece is

Dr. Charles W Mayo, who died 
yesterday, was bom with a fam­ 
ous name—a circumstance he 
sometimes regretted when he 
was compared to his father and 
uncle who founded the clinic 
here which bears their name. 
But he not only made a repu­ 
tation as a brilliant surgeon in 
his own 
right—he made his 
mark in education and diploma­ 
cy. 
He was found dead in his over­ 
turned automobile on his 70th 
birthday yesterday. Neighbors 
discovered Dr. Mayo’s body in 
his car in a ditch near his home 
shortly after he left on his usual 
Sunday morning drive. An au­ 
topsy was to be performed to 
determine the cause of death. 
S o me 
persons—including 
Dwight D. Eisenhower when he 
was president—said Mavo’s real 
calling was in politics. 
Although he accepted Eisen­ 
hower’s call to serve as an al- 
t mate delegate to the United 
\ itions in 1953. Mayo turned 
down all bids to enter politics 
The clinic came tirst. he said 
“ I'd be no good in politics." 
When his father. Dr. Charles 
II. Mayo, and his uncle. Dr. Wil­ 
liam Mayo, died in 1939 he was 
the only Dr Mayo at the clinic. 
He joined the clinic in 1931 as 
a surgery section. From 1960 
until his retirement in 1963 he 
was the senior surgeon at the 
Mayo Clinic.

'Macbeth7 Fails To Reach 


The Heart, Stir The Blood

A contemporary opera and a 
baroque English opera in con­ 
cert versions were the climax 
yesterday afternoon and evening 
of a successful fourth Annual 
Inverness Music Festival under 
the capable direction of

Some 200 people attended the 
afternoon performance of ‘ Lost 
In The Stars” in the outdoor 
amphitheater adjacent 
to St 
Oolumba's Church, and nearly 
the capacity ot 150. the evening 
performance of Purcell's “ Dido 
and Aeneas” in the church. 
“ Lost in the Stars” was of 
special interest because of its 
timely theme centered around 
race relations in South Africa 
and its message applicable to 
today's crucial racial tensions 
the world over.

Atomic Energy said Saturday no 
valid reason has been offered 
for a Pentagon halt in spending 
for the sub two months ago and 
urged that all barriers to its 
construction be removed 
Secretary of Defense Clark M. 
Clifford announced July 1 that 
the 
Pentagon 
would 
proceed 
with plans to build a new. high­ 


speed submarine. But he said 
the quiet sub still is under study. 


Clifford 
rebuked 
Rickover, 
without naming him. for criticiz­ 
ing top civilian officials in the 
Pentagon in his t e s t i m o n y i 
b e f o r e 
congressional 
com­ 
mittees. 
_The atomic energy committee 
comments accompanied release1 
of 
a 
censored 
transcript 
of 
testimony at a closed session 
June 21 in which Rickover lash­ 
ed out again at repeated Pen­ 
tagon studies and said, “ The 
Department 
of 
Defense 
has 


become a huge thicket which 
stops decisions.” 
The 
House-Senate 
p a n e l 
asserted. “ Our Department of 
Defense 
has 
g r o s.s 1 y 
un­ 
derestimated the rate at which 
the Soviets are improving their 
nuclear submarines.” It called 
for immediate development of 
the quiet sub as well as the high­ 
speed super sub. 
Rickover’s quiet sub would be 
powered 
by 
electric 
turbine 
engines. 
After four years of 
work, 
the 
Pentagon 
stopped 
spending on it May 28. 


Dr. John S. Foster, the Pen­ 
tagon's 
director 
of 
defense 
research and engineering, told 
the committee the quiet sub 
may 
not 
be 
worth 
its cost 
because 
of 
new 
S o v i e t 
developments. 
The nature of the Soviet sub 


improvements was c e n s o r e d 
from the transcript, but Foster 
did say, “ The capabilities of the 
submarine may not justify the 
required investment in light of 
the threat.” 
Foster described the spending 
halt as a precautionary move to 
permit more studies. 
The joint committee disagreed 
and said. “ No valid basis for 
delaying this submarine was 
presented. Therefore, . . . all 
restraints on the design and con­ 
struction of the s u b m a r i n e 
should be lifted and the work 
should be expedited.” 
The committee is headed by 
Sen. John 0. Pastore, D-R.l , 
and Rep. Chet Holified. D-Calif.

Conservationists' Fears 
Prove Too Often True 


Time was when air was free, brooks 
and streams held an unlimited supply 
of fish, and forests bounded with 
game for sport and food, and hills 
teemed with timber and lush growth 
that seemed inexhaustible. 
But the time is long gone. 
When conservationists warned of 
pollution of air and water, despoliation 
of hills and bays wanton killing of 
wildlife, some of us called them wild 
dreamers. 
Within a generation or two. many of 
those dreams have come true, and 
others are frighteningly close at hand. 
Those ridiculed as dreamers in their 
day have become prophets. 


TODAY, CONSERVATION ISTS are 
concerned with man s c o n t i n u e d 
disturbance of ecology and the prob­ 
lem of the vanishing species. Their 
concern should be the concern of all of 
us. 
The Conservation Foundation, with 
offices in Washington, D. (\, points out 
that man, the great predator, has 
demonstrated it can wipe out a species 
in less than a generation * - with 
bullets, pesticides, or by destroying 
the animal s habitat. In the United 
States, some 80 species are now con­ 
sidered on the verge of extinction. 
They include the California condor, 
the ivory-billed woodpecker, Florida 
panther and timber wolf. 
(lone 
are 
the famed 
passenger 
pigeons that once darkened the skies, 
and almost gone, the American buffalo 
or bison that once numbered over 60 
million. 


Killing for food and for clothing 
may have been justified. Today, much 
of the blame for the decimation of 
species rests with the fashion industry 
and man s quest for exotic skins and 
furs. 
Animals are also sacrificed for sport 
and for trophies and souvenirs. Others 
are killed inadvertently by the use of 
pesticides and removal of needed 
vegetation 
or habitat, 
or through 
polluted 
air and 
water. 
Recently, 
escaped nerve gas caused the death of 
more than 4,500 sheep in Utah. 


THE BIRD WATCHERS and the 
“ eccentric nature fanatics'’ are too 
often ridiculed and ignored. 
Under the increasing pressure of 
fast-living and overcrowding, the role 
played by a secluded lake or shady 
stream, a hidden meadow at the end of 
a wooded trail, or the silence of a vast 
wilderness broken only by the sound of 
crickets or Irogs becomes increasingly 
important for our mental and physical 
well being. 
We hate to contemplate the day 
when the only animals and birds would 
be caged behind bars in the middle of a 
vast asphalt parking lot. and the only 
lorests would be small islands of 
redwoods fenced off so they wouldn t 
be trampled to death, their scraggly 
limbs slowly suffocating in the hazy 
smog closing in from above. 
In our mad rush for more steel, 
more concrete, more industry and 
more 
mechanization, 
th e 
con­ 
servationist 
and 
bird-watcher 
are 
fighting a battle for all of us.

Petunias may not be the world's 
most beautiful flowers, but they are 
dependable growers and f a i t h f u l 
bloomers.

Attractive Ghost Stalks Halls 


Of Would-Be President-Makers 


W A S H I N G T O N 
- A 
personable, 
vigorous, 
highly 
photogenic ghost stalked the 
governors’ conference j u s t 
ended in Cincinnati, as indeed 
he stalks the national political 
scene. The name of this at­ 
tractive, 
dynamic 
ghost is 
John V. Lindsay. He is mayor 
of New York. 
Again and again in private 
discussion and occasionally in 
public c o m m e n t , Lindsay’s 
name came up. The reason is 
not hard to discover. 
For 
Republicans, and perhaps even 
for Democrats, Lindsay is a 
will-o'-the-wisp of hope that 
there is an escape from the op­ 
pressive i n e v i t a b i l i t y of 
presidential 
candidates 
who 
register so low on the en­ 
thusiasm barometer. 
“ Just suppose,” one Repub­ 
lican 
governor 
said, 
“ that 
there's a deadlock in the con­ 
vention in Miami Beach with 
Nixon, Rockefeller and Reagan 
unable to get a majority of the 
delegates. Lindsay is put in 
nomination 
and 
Rockefeller 
throws his strength to him 
Wrhy. they'd go wild. He’d have 
the nomination.” 
This is of course, a midsum­ 
mer night’s fantasy evoked out 
of the boredom and emptiness 
of the C i n c i n n a t i con­ 
ference. 


WHAT LINDSAY stands for 
in relation to the desperate 
needs of the cities has little or 
nothing to do with his appeal 
to the pros casting about for 
an attractive alternative to the 
old politics. He conveys vibrant 
youth. 
He televises like a 
movie star — not of the Ronald 
Reagan era but out of the new 
and radical film world. He 
seems to speak what he be­ 
lieves and not the rhetoric of 
the past. 
Lindsay has shown great 
courage. His forthright con­ 
frontation with the ghetto may 
be the reason New York has 
thus far had no renewal of ma­ 
jor rioting. 
But. as he knows better than 
almost anyone, the dialogue in 
the streets is only a beginning, 
a campaign asset. If steps are 
not taken on the basis of this 
goodwill to remedy the evils of 
the core cities, then it may be 
worse than nothing. 


IT WAS AN outsider who 
spoke 
that 
truth. 
J o h n 
Gardner, former secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
and now head of the Urban 
Coalition, told the governors 
what *.e has been telling each 
of the presidential candidates 
in private. The new President 
who takes office in January 
simply cannot go on doing 
more of the same. He must 
come forward with and gain 
acceptance for a dynamic new 
plan to make over not just the 
cities but America. 
Wrhat is more, he noted that 
the rhetoric of most public 
men. reflecting as it does the 
sensitivities of the moment, 
abounds in big ideas with small 
price tags or big ideas with no 
price tags at all. 
Most of the gov e r nor s 
preferred, however, to talk 
about self-help, the efforts of 
private capital in the ghettos, 
the errors of the past in public 
housing. They were simply 
unwilling to face the reality 
Gardner put before them. Yet 
it is increasingly clear that the 
next President will confront 
the plight of the cities with 
patching and mending wholly 
inadequate to stem the swift 
tide of decay in physical and 
human resources. 


THE CYNICS will say that 
election campaigns are not 
meant, as Gardner advocated, 
to bring the electorate to a 
commitment for future action 
The voters will run from the 
candidate who tells them home 
truths about the needs of the 
future. They prefer to believe 
that, if only the wicked “ ins” 
are turned out in favor of the 
virtuous “ outs.” all will be for 
the best once more in the best- 
possible-of-worids. 
After all, 
Franklin Roosevelt at nearly 
the bottom of the depression in 
1932 campaigned as a con­ 
servative calling for a balanc­ 
ed budget. 
But 
today, 
more 
t h a n 
perhaps ever before in our 
history, the rhetoric of escape 
would seem to be a perilous 
f o r m 
of 
ostrichism. 
The 
Lindsay of the television im­ 
age, the summer dream of the 
wistful ticket makers, is not 
the Lindsay 
wrestling with 
urbanism run to the riotous 
point of breakdown.

County-Union Agreement Marks 


Milestone, Is Not One-Sided 


The 
collective 
bargaining 
agreement between the county 
and the Probation Workers and 
Social Workers Union provides, 
among other things, a three- 
week vacation after one year 
of work and tour weeks after 
10 years. 
This 
three-week 
vacation, 
which grabbed most of the 
headlines, was one of the con­ 
cessions 
won 
by 
uni on 
negotiators, and applies to all 
county employees a well 
But the agreement, accepted 
by the supervisors last week, 
was not a one-sided affair with 
union negotiators getting all 
the breaks. 
The union negotiators also 
gave in on certain points. The 
final agreement laid before the 
supervisors represented con­ 
siderable give and take on the 
part 
ol 
both 
union 
and 
m a n a g e m e n t 
< c ounty > 
negotiators. 


FOR EXAM PLE, here are 
some of the other provisions: 
The probation workers and 
social workers get an increase 
in pay, but they are given pro­ 
fessional status and therefore 
'shall 
be 
accountable 
for 
results rather than time work­ 
ed.” In other words, they won t 
get pay for overtime work. 
The number of holidays is 
reduced by one — election day 
is no longer a holiday tor coun­ 
ty employees. On the other 
hand, paid sick leave can be 
accumulated up to 120 days in­ 
stead ot the present 90 days.

WASHINGTON (AP> 
Only 
once in U.S. history has the 
Senate rejected a presidential 
nomination of a chief justice of j 
the United States. 
That was in 1795 and involved 
some issues parallel to the cur­ 
rent controversy over President 
Johnson’s nomination of Abe 
Fortas as chief justice. 
John Rutledge. Revolutionary 
War 
leader 
and 
f o r m e r 
associate justice of the Supreme 
Court, was named by his friend 
George Washington to be the 
young 
nation's 
second 
chief 
justice. 
After five days of debate, fie 
was rejected by the Senate 
where opposition centered on 
political p a r t i s a n s h i p and 
regional differences that mirror 
! some of the forces in conflict 
over the Fortas nominal ion. 
He was named an associate 
justice of the U.S. Supreme 
Court by President Washington 
when it was formed in 1790 
Although Fortas has not held 
an elected office, he too was 
named an associate justice b> a 
President who is a close friend. 
I Fortas too was nominated as 
chief justice by that same friend 
and President. 
After serving a year on the 
Supreme Court, Rutiedge resign­ 
ed to become chief justice of 
South Carolina’s high court. 
But when John Jay, the na­ 
tion’s first chief justice, resign­ 
ed in 1795 to become governor of 
New 
York, 
Rutledge 
asked 
Washington tor the appointment. 
He was named to the post in the 
summer while Congress was not 
in session.
